This patriotic work includes watching the 
sentiments of those fellow countrymen around him in 
order to expose those who are pursuing anti-Soviet work." 


It requests that information about these 
people should be gathered and turned over to the nearest 
Soviet representative, This letter states "Everyone working 
honestly on behalf of the homeland abroad will be pardoned 
and even prior to his return to the homeland he will 
receive a'written notification to this effect through the 
proper Soviet Consulate", 


The second letter dated April 4, 1957 refers 
to the first letter and states that the contents of the 
first letter, despite the fact it is written on the 
letterhead of the CFRH and bears MIKHAILOV's signature, 
are the result of the intrigues of the enemy who is 
trying to deliver a blow to the work of the CFRH. ‘This 
letter vehemently denies that the CFRH asks fellow 
countrymen, in the name of CFRH, to engage in @spionage 
work and to report on their own countrymen. 


This second letter in conclusion states that the 
CHRH will be grateful for any information regarding the 
work of anti-Soviet organizations as well as the life 
and behaviour of individual emigrants. 


The "San Francisco News" (SFN) in its issue 
of May 6, 1957 carried a front page article reflecting 
a telephonic interview by a reporter of the SFN with 
MIKHAILOV in East Berlin MVD headquarters during which 
MIKHAILOV denied writing either of the previously mentioned 
letters, and answered "yes" when the reporter asked him 
if Russian Americans in San Francisco could be told to 
disregard the request to spy on their fellow countrymen.
